Under prohibition, grapes - formerly 
used in winé making are in demand at 
prices ranging above $25. A. new aper 
dispatch from Napa states that Meiriam 
& Cairns, wine grape buyers at St. 
Helena, are contracting for wine grapes 
for the: next four years at $30 a ton. 

Mr. Cairns, member of the firm, is re- 
ported in the ‘“‘Napa Register’? as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘We are in the market right now for 
wine grapes.. We want up. to as. much 
as 10,000 tons per year for the next four 
years and we will pay $30 per ton cash 
for them delivered to shipping point. We 
are associated with a big Pittsburg firm, 


.,. Sunseri Fruit Company,-and if we can get 


enough grapes contracted for to warrant 
the expenditure, this big concern will in- 
vest $100,000 in the Napa-Valley building 
driers and erecting evaporators for the 
making of grape juice and grape syrup.

If the people would’ save more and work 
more, prices would fall in the exact pro- 
portion of the increase of their working

While on 
a visit to the Ford theater, Washing: 
ton, April 14, 1865, Abraham Lincoln 
was shot through the bead by an actor 
named John Wilkes Booth; he passed 
away on the following morning.

In the matter of beards, as in every- 
thing else, Abraham Lincoln retained, 
san open mind, He was. not-<-ahoye 
liking change for his own sake, mdnot- 
ony wearying him, 

In 1853 Lincoln wore a beard. 

In 1857 and 1858 he was beardless. 

During the debate with Douglas he 
was growing a beard. 

The day after his fitgt nomination 
the beard was gone. 

Portraits of 1861, 1863, and 1864 
show the full beard, but before 1864 
was ended the Lincoln face was 
smooth again. The last portrait, 
made on April 9, 1865, shows the fair 
beginning of a beard. 


Lincoln and Economy. 

As an advocate of thrift, Abraham 
Lincoln was ‘far Jess prolific ‘thanan- 
other great American, Benjamin 
Franklin, ~ Lincolt-publshed-no-“Poor. 
Richard's Almanae.” If he had, doubt- 
less his injunctions to thrift would 
have been fully asjtrenchant and point- 
ed as were thosg-of Franklin. For 
Lincoln was forced to thrift and: con- 
sequently realized the value of it. 

Summarized, his advice on this sub- 
ject was: “‘Teach economy; that ts 
one of the first dnd highest virtues. 
It begins with saving money.”
